Eighty-nine  baccalaureate  de- 
grees and  three  honorary  degrees 
will  be  awarded  at  Presbyterian 
College's  73rd  commencement 
exercises  on  May  30-31. 

The  89  seniors  will  make  their 
graduation  processional  to  Jacobs 
Memorial  Outdoor  Chapel  on 
May  31  to  receive  diplomas  in 
conjunction  with  the  bestowing 
of  an  honorary  doctor  of  divinity 
degree  upon  Alumnus  Thomas 
M.  Johnston  '31,  pastor  of  the 
Maxwell  Street  Presbyterian 
Church   of  Lexington,    Ky. 

An  honorary  doctor  of  divinity 
degree  also  will  be  given  to  the 
Rev.  John  A.  Wilson,  pastor  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
LaGrange,  Ga.;  an  honorary 
doctor  of  literature  degree,  to 
Henry  T.  Lilly,  professor  of 
English  at  Davidson  College. 

Two  religious  educators  will 
deliver  the  principal  address  at 
the  1954  commencement  exer- 
cises. 

Dr.  Norman  G.  Dunning — inter- 
nationally prominent  British 
minister  and  president  of  Ha- 
worth  Hall,  theology  school  of 
University  College  at  Kingston- 
upon-Hull,  England — is  scheduled 
to  preach  the  baccalaureate 
sermon  in  Clinton's  First  Presby- 
terian Church  at  11  a.  m.,  May 
30.  And  Dr.  F.  Pendleton  Gaines, 


Jr.,  president  of  Wofford  College, 
will  give  the  commencement  ad- 
dress at  the  final  exercises  the 
next  day,  beginning  at  10:30 
a.  m. 

Another  outstanding  class  of 
seniors  will  step  forward  to 
receive  baccalaureate  degrees  in 
these  closing  ceremonies  held 
under  the  oaks  of  the  outdoor 
chapel.  Some  will  be  honored 
with  awards  and  medals  to  mark 
achievement  in  various  fields  of 
college  endeavor.  Thirty-three 
senior  cadets  of  ROTC  will 
receive  their  reserve  commissions 
in  the  United  States  Army. 

The  three  honorary  degree 
recipients  were  selected  from  a 
large  list  of  candidates  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  in  concurrence 
with  the  PC  faculty. 

Johnston  was  graduated  from 
Presbyterian  with  a  B.  A.  degree 
in  1931  and  received  the  Bache- 
lor of  Sacred  Theology  degree 
from  the  Biblical  Seminary  of 
New  York  in  1934.  He  has  served 
pastorates  in  Greer,  S.  C, 
Rogersville,  Tenn.,  and  in 
Atlanta  at  the  Gordon  Street 
Church  before  going  to  Lexing- 
ton in  1949.  He  is  a  native  of 
Aiken,   S.  C. 

Wilson  went  to  LaGrange  in 
1945  from  the  pulpit  of  the  First

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Dr.  Ward  Named  Head 
Of  PC  Board  of  Trustees 


The  Rev.  William  B.  Ward  of 
Spartanburg  is  the  new  chair- 
man of  the  Presbyterian  College 
Board  of  Trustees. 

He  was  named  at  the  regular- 
annual  Board  meeting  in  March 
to  succeed  Earl  C.  Hollingsworth 
of  Augusta,   Ga. 

George  B.  Hoyt,  Atlanta  in- 
surance executive,  was  chosen 
vice-chairman  to  replace  Dr. 
Ward;  and  Charles  N.  Plowden 
'34,  Summerton  ,S.  C,  banker, 
was  re-elected  to  the  position  of 
secretary   of  the   board. 

Dr.  Ward,  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Spartan- 
burg, has  served  on  the  Board 
of  Trustees  since  1950.  He  be- 
came pastor  of  the  Spartanburg 
church  in  1948  after  spending  six 
years  in  Elkins,  W.  Va.,  where 
lie  served  the  Davis  Memorial 
Church  and  was  a  professor  at 
Davis  and  Elkins  College  for 
two  years.  Dr.  Ward  also  has 
filled  pastorates  in  Orange  and 
Madison,  Va.,  and  in  Charleston, 
W.  Va. 

A  native  of  Timmonsville,  S. 
C,  he  received  his  B.  A.  degree 
from  Davidson  in  1933,  his  B.  D.

(1937)  and  Th.M.  (1942)  degrees 
from  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary in  Richmond.  He  went  on 
a  Salem  Fellowship  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  Edinborough  in  1938 
and  to  the  American  School  of 
Oriental  Religion    in    1939. 


Dormitory  Funds 
Exceed  $120,000 

Funds  for  the  construction  of 
a  new  dormitory  at  Presbyterian 
College  had  reached  $121,480.49 
in  cash  and  pledges  as  of  May  1. 

The  goal  is  $150,000  to  be 
raised  among  the  churches  with- 
in the  Synods  of  Georgia  and 
South   Carolina. 

Altogether,  $91,812.17  in  cash 
has  been  collected  toward  this 
objective.  The  pledges  total 
$29,668.32. 

South  Carolina  churches  so 
far  have  contributed  $55,698.07  in 
cash  and  pledged  $18,268.78 
toward  their  quota  of  $100,000. 

Congregations  in  the  Georgia 
Synod  have  given  $17,299.89  and 
pledged  $11,399.54  toward  their 
goal  of  $50,000. 

Other  friends  have  added  the 
remaining   $18,814.21    in   cash. 

Presbyterian  College,  mean- 
while, continues  to  face  the 
pressing  need  of  additional  dor- 
mitory facilities.  Advance  reser- 
vations this  year  are  moving  at 
the  same  fast  pace  which  has 
brought  an  overflow  demand  for 
more  room  the  past  several 
years. 


Synodical  School 
Set  For  June  14-19 

Presbyterian  women  from 
throughout  the  state  will  as- 
semble at  PC  for  the  Synodical 
Training  School  of  the  Synod  of 
South  Carolina  on  June  14-19. 

This  is  an  accedited  school, 
under  the  direction  of  the  leader- 
ship division  of  the  board  of 
women's  work,  Presbyterian 
Church  US. 

Mrs.  W.  R.  Josey  of  Manning, 
president  of  the  Synod's  women, 
will  serve  as  dean  of  the  school, 
and  the  faculty  will  include 
several  outstanding  leaders  of 
the  Southern  Presbyterian 
Church. 

This  year  will  mark  the 
seventh  annual  session  of  the 
training  school,  the  first  session 
to  be  held  on  the  Presbyterian 
College  campus. 


GEORGIA  SYNOD  MEETS  JULY  13 


Both  of  the  supporting  Synods 
will  hold  their  annual  meetings 
at  Presbyterian  College  this  year. 

The  Synod  of  Georgia  recently 
decided  to  make  the  campus  the 
scene  of  its  1954  meeting  on 
July  13-15.  Earlier,  it  had  been 
announced  that  the  Synod  of 
South  Carolina  would  assemble 
at  PC  on  Aug.  31-Sept.  3  for  its 
regular  session. 

A  large  crowd  of  churchmen  is 
expected  for  each  of  the  Synod 
meetings.  Facilities  will  be  made 
available  in  the  college  dormi- 
tories to  help  accommodate  the 
campus  visitors. 

These  two  meetings  will  be  the 
climax  of  a  steady  flow  of 
church  activity  on  the  Presby- 
terian College  campus  during  the 
spring  and  summer  months. 

The  Spring  Rally  of  the  Young 
Adult  Organization  and  the 
Westminster      Fellowship       Con- 


ference, both  state-wide  organi- 
zations of  the  Synod  of  South 
Carolina,  were  held  at  PC  in 
March. 

Planned  for  June  are:  the 
Synod  Leadership  Training 
School  for  Presbyterian  Councils 
on  June  7-12;  and  the  Synodical 
Training  School  for  the  Women- 
of-the-Church   on   June   14-19.

PC  REAFFIRMS  HONOR  SYSTEM 


Presbyterian  College  students 
have  reaffirmed  their  faith  in 
the  college's  honor  system  by 
the  largest  student  vote  ever  cast 
at  PC. 

The  campus-wide  vote  came 
on  a  motion  to  revise  the  student 
body  constitution  to  strengthen 
the  honor  system.  A  total  of  389 
students — or    66    percent    of    the 


enrollment — cast  ballots,  and  302 
of  these  were  affirmative.  This 
represents  a  78  percent  endorse- 
ment. 

The  approved  change  places 
even  greater  responsibility  for 
maintenance  of  the  honor  system 
upon  the  individual  student  and 
makes  more  rigid  the  penalties 
for   violation.

A 
native  of  Abbeville,  S.  C,  he 
finished  Erskine  College  with  a 
B.  A.  degree  in  1935.  After  work- 
ing two  years  as  a  radio  announ- 
cer, Wilson  attended  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary  for  two 
years  and  received  the  Bachelor 
of  Theology  degree  from  Erskine 
Theological  Seminary  in   1939. 

Lilly,  who  once  taught  English 
at  PC,  was  chosen  for  the  honor- 
ary doctor  of  literature  degree 
because  of  outstanding  service 
rendered  as  a  member  of  the 
Davidson  faculty  since  1926.  He 
received  his  B.  A.  degree  from 
Davidson  in  1918,  his  M.  A.  from 
Princeton  in  1920  and  has  done 
further  graduate  work  at  Oxford 
University,  University  of  Vienna 
and  the  University  of  Chicago. 
Lilly  served  as  professor  of 
English  at  Presbyterian  College 
from  1924  until  1926,  when  he 
left  to   return   to   Davidson. 

Dr.  Dunning,  the  baccalaureate 
speaker,  gave  up  a  lucrative  law 
practice  in  England  to  enter  the 
ministry,  and  he  is  now  re- 
cognized internationally  for  his 
preaching  ability.

Brissie  Legion  Baseball  Commissioner 


Leland  V.  (Lou)  Brissie  '44x, 
PC's  most  recent  major  league 
baseball  star,  has  been  appointed 
national  commissioner  of  the 
American  Legion  Junior  Base- 
ball program. 

He  began  his  new  duties  late 
last  March,  with  offices  at 
National  American  Legion  Head- 
quarters, 700  Pennsylvania  Ave., 
Indianapolis,   Ind. 

Brissie,  who  showed  major 
league  promise  as  a  fire-balling 
left-hander  with  the  Blue  Stock- 
ings just  before  World  War  II, 
spent  six  of  his  seven  profession- 


al baseball  years  in  the  American 
League  first  with  the  Phila- 
delphia Athletics  and  then  with 
the  Cleveland  Indians.  He  was 
optioned  to  Indianapolis  of  the 
American  Association  League 
last  winter. 

During  his  major  league  career, 
Brissie  won  44  games  and  lost  48. 
His  best  year  with  with  the 
Athletics  in  1949  when  he  won  16 
against  11  losses  while  playing 
with  the  second  division  club. 

The  young  Ware  Shoals,  S.  C, 
native  received  the  acclaim  of 
the  entire  sporting  world  for  his 


courageous  rise  to  major  league 
heights  over  tremendous  handi- 
caps. He  suffered  near-crippling 
wounds  in  Italy  during  the  war 
and  was  told  by  Army  doctors 
that  he  would  never  play  base- 
ball  again. 

Brissie  persisted,  however, 
underwent  more  than  20  opera- 
tions and  numerous  blood  trans- 
fusions and  developed  a  special 
shield  to  protect  his  bad  leg 
during  games.  He  starred  with 
Savannah  of  the  South  Atlantic 
League  in  1947  and  joined  the 
Athletics  in  the  majors  the  next 
season.

Tennis  Record  Tops  Winning  Year 


A  successful  spring  season, 
focused  around  one  of  the  best 
tennis  teams  in  PC  history,  en- 
abled Presbyterian  College  to 
close  out  its  athletic  year  with  a 
.607  record  in  six  sports. 

Altogether  since  last  Septem- 
ber, Blue  Stocking  representa- 
tives have  emerged  victorious  in 
50  events,  lost  32  and  tied  1.  All 
sports  considered,  this  record 
was  compiled  against  probably 
the  toughest  small-college  sche- 
dule  in   the   country. 

Football  season  brought  5 
wins,  3  losses  and  the  tie  game 
in  meeting  a  slate  which  in- 
cluded one  Atlantic  Coast  Con- 
ference team  and  three  Southern 
Conference  foes. 

Basketball  followed  with  17 
victories  and  only  8  defeats,  and 
here  again  the  schedule  was 
heavy  with  major-college  op- 
position. 

Came  the  spring,  and  Presby- 
terian College  resumed  at  the 
point  it  had  stopped  last  year  in 
tennis  and  track.  The  Hose 
netters  staked  a  strong  claim  for 
rank  among  the  nation's  best 
intercollegiate  squads  as  they 
defeated  11  opponents,  lost  to  41 
and  handed  PC  its  14th  consecu- 
tive South  Carolina  champion- 
ship. Almost  the  entire  schedule 
was    a    bigtime    operation. 

Trackmen  held  the  same  pace 
as  in  1953.  They  won  5  dual 
meets  and  lost  1  during  regular 
season  competition,  then  finished 
second  in  the  state  meet  held 
annually  on  the  Presbyterian 
track. 

Presbyterian  golfers  came  in 
with  an  even  4  and  4  record, 
leaving  only  baseball  to  drop 
below  the  .500  mark  this  year 
with  a  final  tabulation  of  8  wins 
and  12  defeats. 

TENNIS 

Coach  Jim  Leighton  set  his 
goal  high  at  the  start  of  the 
tennis  season  when  he  scheduled 
an  invasion  of  the  Ivy  League 
and  four  matches  against  teams 
ranked  in  the  top  five  nationally. 
The  results  exceeded  even  the 
coach's  expectations  for  his 
young  squad. 

Three  of  the  losses — two  to 
Miami  and  one  to  Princeton — 
were  to  ranking  teams.  But  Pres- 


byterian stunned  the  intercol- 
legiate tennis  world  by  upsetting 
powerful  North  Carolina  and 
then  whipping  Duke  on  succes- 
sive afternoons. 

That  started  the  tour  into  the 
East  which  also  brought  triumphs 
over  Georgetown,  Yale,  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  and  Davidson 
within  a  ten-day  span.  Those  ten 
days  pushed  little  Presbyterian 
into  the  foreground  of  the 
national  tennis  picture. 

The  Blue  Stockings  then  re- 
turned to  Clinton  for  the  routine 
of  winning  their  14th  straight 
state  title.  Because  of  lagging 
South  Carolina  college  interest  as 
the  result  of  PC  dominance  each 
year,  Presbyterian  inaugurated 
an  Invitational  tournament  held 
in  conjunction  with  the  Champ- 
ionship match.  No  Blue  Stocking 
players  entered  this  new  tourna- 
ment in  order  to  give  other 
contenders  a  chance  to  win,  and 
the  idea  appeared  well-received 
by    the    other    institutions. 

Allen  Morris  of  Atlanta,  PC's 
number  one  star,  racked  up  his 
second  straight  singles  cham- 
pionship for  the  state  and  then 
paired  with  John  Brownlow  of 
South  Euclid,  Ohio,  to  win  the 
doubles  title. 

Morris  proved  the  leading  light 


throughout  the  season,  but  he 
was  well  fortified  on  down  the 
line  by  these  other  first-string 
stars:  Brownlow;  Dick  Macatee 
of  Front  Royal,  Va.;  Capt.  Bill 
Bradley  of  Bradenton,  Fla.;  and 
Jerry  Hunt  and  Warren  Berry, 
both  of  College  Park,  Ga. 

A  note  to  the  future:  only 
Bradley    is   a    graduating  senior. 

TRACK 

Again  this  season,  Presbyterian 
fielded  the  second  best  track 
team  in  South  Carolina.  It  was, 
to  a  great  extent,  a  rebuilding 
job  for  Coach  Lonnie  S.  Mc- 
Millian. 

But  PC  took  pride  in  the  fact 
that  its  annually  sponsored  state 
meet  once  more  captured  the 
spotlight  of  the  spring  sports 
parade.  More  than  3,000  enthus- 
iastic fans  attended  this  27th  per- 
formance. 

The  University  of  South  Caro- 
lina had  all  of  its  members  of 
the  defending  champion  '53 
squad  back,  plus  a  returned 
double-winner  of  a  previous 
year.  The  combination  proved 
overwhelming  this  season  and 
accounted  for  PC's  lone  dual 
meet  defeat  as  well  as  for  its 
number  two  spot  in  the  state 
meet.

The  Blue  Stockings  and  Clem- 
son  went  into  the  final  event — 
the  one-mile  relay — deadlocked 
I'm  second  place  with  30  points 
each.  In  this  event,  however,  the 
PC  team  finished  second  while 
Clemson  ran  third.  Those  relay 
team  members  were:  Delane 
Johnson  of  Spartanburg;  Herbie 
Laws  of  Cleveland,  Tenn.;  Curtis 
Freeman  of  Clinton;  and  Hardy 
Tyler  of  Eglin  Air  Force  Base, 
Fla. 

Presbyterian  won  only  two 
first  places  in  the  state  meet — 
the  broad  jump  by  Bobby  Vass 
of  Atlanta  and  the  high  hurdles 
by  Jimmy  Hancock  of  Rock  Hill. 
Second  places  went  to:  Johnson 
in  the  100;  John  Fesperman  of 
Waycross,  Ga.,  two-mile;  Bobby 
Falls  of  Rock  Hill,  low  hurdles; 
and  Jim  Bryant  of  Orangeburg, 
broad  jump. 

Sophomore  Vass,  and  freshman 
Johnson  and  Hancock  paced  the 
Hosemen  in  dual  meets  by  col- 
lecting 174  points  altogether  in 
six  engagements.  Johnson  had 
63-3/4;  Vass,  61  and  Hancock  50 
points. 

GOLF 

All  four  performers  who  letter- 
ed in  golf  for  the  Blue  Stockings 
this  season  are  freshmen,  so  the 
future  prospects  are  bright. 

Despite  their  lack  of  college 
experience,  the  PC  linksmen 
turned  in  a  creditable  record  and 
were  favored  to  win  the  little 
Four  championship  before  the 
annual  state  tournament  was 
suspended. 

Robert  Odum  of  Waycross,  Ga., 
led  the  way  through  the  4  won- 
4  lost  season  by  winning  five 
matches  and  losing  three.  He 
shot  a  two-under-par  69  against 
Wofford  at  Spartanburg  one 
afternoon. 

Warren  Mays  of  Thomasville, 
Ga.,  turned  in  four  victories 
against  three  losses  and  a  split, 
and  Gene  Mabe  of  Clinton,  N.  C, 
had  a  similar  record.  Waldo  Dod- 
son  of  Mattox,  Va.,  won  three 
matches  while  losing  six.

The  Presbyterian  baseball 
team  opened  the  season  with 
two  victories  and  closed  out  the 


Morris  Makes  Bid  For 
U.  S.  Davis  Cup  Team 


Allen  Morris,  PC's  sensational 
tennis  star,  goes  after  a  berth  on 
the  1954  United  States  Davis  Cup 
team  when  he  matches  strokes 
with  some  of  the  nation's  top 
players  along  the  eastern  tourna- 
ment circuit  this  summer. 

The  young  Blue  Stocking 
netter  was  given  serious  con- 
sideration for  the  Cup  team  last 
year  after  making  an  outstanding 
record  in  his  first  season  of  big- 
time  tournament  play.  Subse- 
quent analyses  of  the  United 
States  tennis  picture  have  in- 
cluded Morris  as  a  likely  possibi- 
lity to  help  wrest  the  Davis  Cup 
from  the  strong  Australian. 

With  the  spotlight  thus  upon 
him,  Allen  Morris  has  his  op- 
portunity now  to  seal  the  bid  for 
amateur  tennis  fame.  Alumni 
will   be    interested   in    following 


schedule  by  winning  the  last 
two  games,  but  the  16  clashes 
in-between  provided  mostly 
trouble. 

Even  so,  the  record  of  8  wins 
and  12  losses  shaped  up  as  an 
improvement  over  the  5  and  15 
record  posted  last  season. 

Brightest  spots  in  the  1954  re- 
cord were  the  two  triumphs 
over  Newberry,  whose  unusually 
strong  teams  of  recent  years  had 
dominated  the  baseball  rivalry 
between  the  two  colleges.

Higher  Mark  Set 
For  Athletic  Grants 

Presbyterian  College  has  es- 
tablished more  stringent  admit- 
tance requirements  for  high 
school  prospects  seeking  athletic 
grant-in-aids.  Dean  George  C. 
Bellingrath  announced. 

Each  applicant  is  required  to 
take  a  special  entrance  examina- 
tion, and  the  acceptable  grade 
has  been  set  at  an  unusually  high 
mark. 

Dr.  Bellingrath  explained  the 
system  is  designed,  not  to  work 
a  handicap  upon  worthy  athletes 
in  need  of  financial  assistance, 
but  to  ascertain  that  a  high 
standard  of  academic  excellence 
is  maintained  throughout  the  en- 
tire student  body. 

He  pointed  to  PC's  broad 
sports  program  as  indicative  of 
the  administration's  attitude  to- 
ward campus  athletics  and 
toward  worthy  athletes.  The 
dean  added: 

"Stricter  standards  will  mean 
more  aid  available  to  athletes 
who  really  want  an  education 
and  who  will  take  best  advantage 
of  it."
